It closed « lown tlie front under a con tinu ­ 
ous jaiiot of tlie setjuin t rim m ed velvet, und 
a tiny bag w as carried m ade of velvet and 
the dress m aterial edg ed w ith velvet. T his 
pelisse is intended for use at such social 
functions as w ill perm it of keeping on on e’s 
hat and wrap 
The use of m oire increases, and th at su 
perb silk is often seen eith er alone or w ith 
velvet or even woolen fabrics. A very sty l 
isli coat bn » quo was m ade of faience blut 
velvet trim m ed all around the fu ll skirt 
with diam ond patterned jet passem enterie. 
The sleeves were of black m oire, w ith tw o 
ieep plain jock ey s, th e low er one of velvet 
aud t he upper one of m oire. 
There was 
ty lish arrang em ent of flat butt's of black 
moire ribbon ovt r the shoulders, en ding in 
t wo long ends of t he ribbon t ied in a droop 
ing bow kuot on tin* bust. 
'Uhe hig h oollat 
w as of blue velvet, w ith t wo rows of jet 
around it, and a tiny m oire bow at the 
throat. T h is m ade a very sty lish and hand 
som e coat and a useful one for 
hII dressy 
purposes. 
I11 the sam e store w here I saw the last 
nam ed coat there w as a cape m ade of black 
m oire an tiq u e bound wit li a bias band of 
velvet. 
A bove th is w as a lin e o f jet bead 
ing sew ed direct ly upon the m aterial. 
The 
cape hung low upon the shoulders over a 
sq u aw y oke m ade of shell puffs of faille. 
There v. ere a black velvet collar and revers 
of velvet, also ttended. 
T his w h s faced w ith 
velvet and could lie throw n back. 
A cross 
the front, fallin g from th e y oke, there was 
a deep fring e of j. t. 
'Tin* rape is intended 
to be left open. 
A round tin* neck w as a 
fluted collar of velvi t edg ed with a narrow 
binding of m oire. 
The cape w as short, 
reaching scarcely to the w aist line, and wa 
cut in tlie fu ll m ilitary sty le. 
These are but a few of the sty les in etn 
ploy ing m oire for wraps. 
G ow ns are very 
often m ade of it alm ost en tirely , but I think 
m oire is m ost effective w hen used in corn 
binut ion. 
It seem s to ine that flu* pr* cut fashions 
are the most sensible and com fortable that 
wom en have ever had, and no one can say 
they are not artistic and b eautiful as w ell 
I saw at a tea recently som e very pretty 
frocks for y ou n g g ii Is, w ho were there in 
force.

below tin* w aist a flounce w as set on reach 
ing to the feet and headed by a Hat band 
of m oss and reseda trim m in g .

ed by the sam e trim m ing .
